In a recent numberof the JoVBHAL 

was printed a record of the old High

treasurer of the new boat "Ariel," 
which was then under construction. 
During the short lime that I had 
been a member of (he High Class, T 
had enjoyed many a pleasant excur- 
sion in this noble old boat " Kvangc- 
line," and had seen nearly all the mis- 
haps (hat befell her during that 
period of time. I was also one of (he 
parly under command of Captain 
lvose that made the second attempt 
around Manhattan Island. 

To describe in detail all the good 
times we had with this faithful "Fvan- 
gdine," would necessitate more than 
double the whole space of the JoUB- 
NAI-, and whioh, of course, would be 
impossible. However, 1 will tell you 

of a funny as well as amusing incident 

that happened during (he time in 
whicdi Captain Capelli had command,
